CHAPTER I. 


General, 


1. In these rules— 


. (1)\*‘ Emigrant ’’ means a person engaged by a certificated garden 

— sardar, for the purpose of emigrating to a labour district and entered 
in the prescribed register kept up by duly licensed local agent, or a 
dependant of any such person. 

(2) ‘Intending emigrant’? means a person who intends to be 
evgaged by a garden sardar for the purpose of emigrating to a labour 
district or a dependant of any such person. ; 

2. The schedules and forms attached to these rules are prescribed 
for the several purposes specified in the heading of each, and shal] be 
taken as a part of the rules. 

3. The same provision in every respect shall be made for depend- 
ants as for emigrants and intending emigrants themselves, and all rules 
regulating the treatment and transport. of emigrants or intending 
emigrants, shall be applicable to their dependants also. 


: CHAPTER II. 
Powers and duties of officers under the Act. 


PART I.—Maarsrrarss. 


4. Every Magistrate shall bring to the notice of the Superintendent 
of Emigration any case of misconduct on the part of any local agent 

or garden sardar, which may come to his knowledge. 

5, When a garden sardar’s certificate is cancelled by a District 
Magistrate under section 63, notice of the fact shall be given to the 
Assam Labour Board in addition to the employer of the garden sardar 
and the officers mentioned in sub-section (D) of that section.

PART TV.—GovernmMent OFFICERS GENERALLY.

Places of accommodation provided by local agents. 


19. Every local agent shall provide sufficient and proper accom- 

dation in a suitable place for emigrants or intending emigrants and 
their dependants pending their removal to a labour district and the 
provisions of sub-sections (2) to (4) of section 62 shall apply to such 
accommodation. 
_ 20. Every local agent shall supply to the Magistrate of the district 
in which they establish a place of accommodation, the following 
information :— : 


(a) Name, father’s name and caste of local agent or garden sardar. 


(b) Date of grant of license in the case of local agent, or of counter- 
signature of certificate in the case of garden sardar. 


(c) Village in which the place of accommodation is situated. 
(d) Name of owner of place of accommodation. 


A register shall be maintained in the Magistrate’s office in which 
the above information shall be entered. 

21. No premises shall be used for the accommodation of emigrants 
until a local agent obtains from the District Magistrate a license in 
Form No. 2 nor until it has been inspected and approved by the said 
District Magistrate or any other officer deputed by him, and the Civil 
Surgeon of the district or any Assistant Surgeon deputed by the latter 
for the purpose or the Medical Inspector. 


22. At each place of accommodation there shall be kept a Visitors’

within three days of any inspection a copy of the orders or remarks in

23. It shall be competent for the District Magistrate. by order in 
writing, to direct a loca] agent to appoint, for any place of accommoda- 
tion used by the garden sardars working under him, a proper person 
to be in charge. Such persons shall constantly reside in the place of 
accommodation.

(6) Should there be any emigrants amongst those to be repatriated 
who are unable to take care of themselves, and have no friends or 
relatives to look after them, the Magistrate or Inspector shall depute 
a peon, who should accompany them to Goalundo or Dhubri. On 
arrival the peon should make over emigrants to the Embarkation Agent 
at Goalundo or Dhubri, and will then return without delay. The name 
of the peon forming the escort should be entered in the remarks column 
of the chalan. 

(c) In every case in which an escort is necessary, the Magistrate 
or Inspector shall provide the peons forming the escort (i) with return 
railway and steamer tickets and (#3) with diet money for the days during 
which they may be on the journey till their return, at the rate of four 
annas each per diem. 7 


(d) Immediately on the despatch of an emigrant or dependant or 
batch of emigrants or dependants, the Magistrate or Inspector will 
send to the Embarkation Agent at Goalundo or Dhubri telegraphic 
advice of the despatch. The advice should state the number of emi- 
— and dependants sent, the date of despatch and the route by which 
sent. 

(e) On the arrival of the emigrants at Dhubri, the embarkation 
Agent, after satisfying himself as to the identity of all the emigrants 
named in the chalan by taking their thumb impressions and comparing 
the same with those shown on the chalan, shall, after signing the 
latter, return it to the District Officer from whom it was received, keep- 
ing the duplicate copy with himself. He shall accommodate the emi- 
grants in the shed provided for them at Dhubri and shall arrange for 
their repatriaton with all possible despatch. 

(f) A chalan containing the particulars indicated below shall be 
prepared for each emigrant by the Embarkation Agent and sent to the 
Magistrate to which the emigrant is to be despatched : —

(0) On receipt from the Embarkation Agent at Goalundo or Dhubri 
of the memorandum showing the expenditure incurred by him on the

48. Rest houses, which must be approved by the Magistrate of the 
district and the Civil Surgeon before being used, shall be provided at 
such places as are appointed from time to time by the local rnment. 

The amount of accommoda- 
tion to be provided and the sanitary and structural arrangements to be 
made in such rest houses, shall be regulated generally by the provisions 
of the rules 19 to 36 prescribed for places of accommodation, subject 
to any modification which the Magistrate may permit. 
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PART T1.—RvLES RELATING TO THE TRANSIT BY ROAD AND RATLWAY. 


49. In the event of emigrants being detained on account of sickness 
by order of a Magistrate at any place, such emigrants shall be supplied 
with food, clothing, lodging and medical treatment at the expense of 
the local agent who despatched them or the employer on whose behalf 
they. were recruited, 


50, The agent of the employer arranging for the transport of 
emigrants shall. be responsible for making all necessary provision’ to 
ensure the health, proper and sufficient feeding, safety and comfort 
of emigrants during their transit to the place of embarkation and for 
complying with the requirements of rules 51 to 55, 

51. Any emigrant suddenly taken ill at a railway station shall, 
wherever practicable, be sent immediately to the nearest hospital, 
accompanied by his relatives and dependants. 

52. When a medical officer has been appointed by Government to 
examine emigrants, no emigrants shall be put into the train without , 
being inspected and passed as fit by such officer to undertake the ~ 
journey. 

53. In the ease of emigrants travelling by train, the agent or 
person apvointet by him to accompany them shall report the occurrence 
of any death among the emigrants in his charge to the station master 
or police officer of highest rank at the station at which the death has 
taken place, or, if the death has taken place between two stations, then 
to the station master or police officer of highest rank at the first station 
at which the train, by which the emigrants are travelling, stops after 
the death has taken place. 


54. It should be the duty of the Emigration Officers at halting

(1) to ensure the due observance of rule 51; 
(2) to see that sick emigrants and specially any who are affected 
with an infectious disease of a dangerous type, are detained; 
(3) to arrange when routes are likely to be overcrowded for

B.—Firrinas OF STEAMERS AND FLATS. 


60. All fittings shall be provided entirely on board that vessel 
which is to convey the emigrants to their destination; but, if necessary, 
and with the Medical Inspector's consent, the hospital may be provided 
on an upper deck of the adjoining flat or steamer, if it accompany the 
vessel for the whole journey. 

_ 61. Bamboos shall be fastened, fore and aft, along the central 
“stanchions within the emgirants’ deck space in order to enable the 
emigrants to hang up their bundles and blankets for the day. 


62. All dangerously exposed places near hatches, ladders, bathing- 
places, latrines, communication and landing stages shall be securely 
railed in to guard against accidents. 

63. Embarkation, landing and all communicating stages likely to 
be used by emigrants shall be at least 3 feet wide, well fastened and 
provided with hand-rails—a requirement that shall! be strictly complied 
with whenever emigrants are to be embarked or landed. In steamers 
of the daily mail service, the width of the stages shall not be less than 
2 feet. 

64. One stove and two steam rice boilers shall be provided in a 
convenient location. 

65. Four iron water-tanks, each capable of containing 400 gallons 
of water, shall be provided on board, and each such tank shall be fitted 
with at least three moderate sized taps, of simple construction, capable 
of being secured against use when desirable, and with a padlock iron 
cover, besides a canvas over-all to exclude dust, ete. A ship’s force- 
pump, with hose complete, shall also be provided for the exclusive 
purpose of supplying water to the tanks, and shall on no ground what- 
ever, excepting an outbreak of fire on board, be otherwise used. These 
tanks shall be conveniently placed and filled before the arrival of the 
steamer at the place of embarkation, with the best water available, for 
the exclusive use of the emigrants. The water of two of the tanks only 
shall be in use at the same time, the remaining two tanks being reserved 
as settling tanks, In steamers of the daily mail service, the tanks may 
be reduced to two each capable of containing 200 gallons of water, and 
be placed below with a pump arrangement on deck for the supply of 
water for drinking and cooking purposes through three moderate sized

66. Every vessel licensed to carry emigrants shall be provided with

69. Emigrants shall be embarked as soon as possible after their 
arrival, 

70. The Embarkation Agent or one of his assistants, the medical 
officer, and the peon or other persons in charge of the emigrants shall 
be present at every embarkation, If the number of emi ts to be 
embarked be small, a competent assistant may be deputed by the 
Embarkation Agent to supervise the embarkation. 


71, If any emigrant is taken ill and is unfit to go he shall be detain- 
ed and sent to the authorised hospital and such of his relatives and 
dependants, if any, as desire to remain, or whom it is, for sufficient 
reason, deemed proper to retain, shall be detained. 


D—MASTERS OF VESSELS. 


72. The master of any vessel intending to apply for a license to 
carry more than twenty emigrant passengers shall provide the perma- 
nent fittings as prescribed in the rules 60 to 67 and shall thereafter 
apply in writing to the Embarkation Agent, Goalundo, or other officer 
duly empowered by the local Government, for an inspection of such 
fittings, and of the legal capacity of the deck space for the accommoda- 
tion of such passengers. 

73. The Embarkation Agent, Goalundo, or other officer shall there- 
upon examine the fittings; and, after satisfying himself that the require- 
ments of the rules have been complied with, may grant a certificate of 
approval, in Form No. 5, specifying the number of emigrant passengers 
that the vessel may carry. 

74. The master of any vessel intending to carry emigrants as 
passengers under his license shall provide the following :— 


(a) Stores, medicines, medical comforts and cooking utensils in 
accordance with the requirements of Schedules A, B and C. 


(b) A medical officer licensed by the Embarkation Agent, Goalundo. 
(c) The establishment of attendants as prescribed in schedule D. 


Every medical officer licensed under this rule shall be a registered 
medical practitioner unless the special permission of Government is 
obtained to the appointment of a qualified compounder. So much of 
this and other rules framed under the, Assam Labour and Emigration 
Act as relates to the appointment and functions of a medical officer on 
vessels carrying emigrants shall be inapplicable in the cases of vessels 
proceeding to the districts of Cachar and Sylhet with less than fifty 
emigrants on board: 

Provided that—

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If a vessel is found to be recurringly unhealth 
for emigrants after material alterations and improvements have been 
made in her accommodation, a license shall be refused her. 

_ 76. After everything has been examined and approved, the master 
and the medical officer shall sign the prescribed provision and medical 
store lists and final landing statements (Forms Nos. 8, 9 and 10 respec- 
tively), and when the Embarkation Agent is satisfied that all is correct, 
and that the master of the steamer has a copy of the Act and rules, he 
may grant a license in Form No. 6 or 7 to the master of the vessel. 


77, Persons other than emigrants may be accommodated on board 
the same vessel with the emigrants and on the same deck provided 
that the total number under conveyance does not exceed the maximum 
number specified in the license; but such persons shall on no con- 
sideration be permitted to locate themselves within the spaces specially 
allotted for the use of emigrants proceeding under the Act. 


78. Horses, pigs and other animals shall not be allowed on the 
same deck with the emigrants. 


79. The master shall see that the deck space for emigrants is kept 
clear of cargo, etc., so long as emigrants are under conveyance, and 
that ladders, stages, etc., are safely secured and railed with a double 
railing. 

80. @he master of an emigrant vessel and the medical officer in 
charge shall conjointly be responsible for the care and good treatment of 
the emigrants during the passage: The medical officer shall strictly carry 
out the special instructions contained in Form No. 11 delivered to him 
by the Embarkation Agent for his guidance. 


81. The medical officer shall insist upon the establishment specially 
entertained for attendance on the emigrants discharging their duties 
punctually and properly; and the master shall render all the assistance 
in his power to the medical officer, in order that he may maintain 
discipline on board and conform strictly with all the requirements of 
the rules regulating transport. 


82. Peons, garden sardars or other persons in charge of emigrants 
shall obey the instructions of the master and the medical officer, and 
shall immediately report to them any neglect of duty or occurrence of 
disease or accidents or disagreements affecting the emigrants. The 
master and the medical officer shall thoroughly investigate the matter 
under report as soon as possible thereafter. 


83. Peons and sardars shall have their day and night duties fairly 
divided and clearly defined. When there are sick emigrants in hospital, 
peons, sardars and topazes shall be denuted to hospital duty so that the 
sick may constantly be cared for, and the attendants on duty shall be 
regularly relieved by others in rotation. The careful night nursing of 
the sick by the attendants shall be strictly insisted on and looked to 
by the medical officer. 


84. As soon after the embarkation as possible, the emigrants shall 
be comfortably berthed and their bundles searched for any indigestible 
food, grain or old rags they may have contrived to take with them, all 
ef which shall be thrown overboard or burned either in the engine 
furnaces or on shore in the presence of the medical officer. This 
precaution shall receive repeated attention throughout the passage. 

85. It shall be the duty of the steamer companies to adopt such 
measures as may be considered necessary for preventing the sale of 
unwholesome food to emigrants at the steamer ghats. ; 

86. The decks shall be swept morning and evening and after every 
meal and shall always be kept clean and dry, but shall be washed only 
when weather, time and other cireumstances vermit the emigrants being 
landed or accommodated on another deck till their deck is thoroughly 

: The emigrants’ deck space shall not be encroached upon in any 
way by either crew or passengers uther than emigrants, nor shall they 
be permitted to interfere with the emigrants. 

87. The latrines shall be constantly cleaned and disinfected. 
Attention shall also be paid to the cleanliness and disinfection of the 
bed-pans when in use. iy : 

_ 88. Whenever the weather permits, the side curtains shall be raised 
to admit of free perflation of air, and under all circumstances thorough 
_ yentilation shall be promoted by every available means. > ‘ Bg 
89. The emigrants on rising in the morning shall, after well shak- 
, atta out of the way. rite eaed 
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91. Emigrants’ clothes, mats and blankets shall be aired and put 
in the sun as often as possible, especially after damp weather. Fists 
92. Rations shall be issued aaty by the medical officer according 
to the scale prescribed in schedule A, and sufficiently early to admit — 
of, the food being prepared for distribution pene at 9 o’clock in 
the’ forenoon and 4 o’clock in the afternoon; and all such issues, as 
well as those of medical comforts, shall immediately thereafter be 
entered by such officer in the prescribed provision and other lists, and 
certified by him and the master concerned. Boiling rice in bad water 
shall not be permitted; and when the food is ready, the medical officer 
shall invariably satisfy himself as, to its being properly cooked, and 
shall see that it is fairly distributed. Stale food shall not be kept by 
either cooks.or emigrants and all utensils shall be cleaned out and 
shown to the medical officer after each meal. Motherless infants and 
invalids shall have suitable and freshly prepared food (milk, soup, sago, 
etc.), ordered for them every three or four hours, . 


In the case of those emigrants who object to eat the food prepared 
for them on board, flour, in the prescribed quantity, shall be supplied 
to them, together with the other articles of uncooked rations (except 
rice) prescribed in schedule A, and every facilitv shall be afforded them 
to cook their own food. ‘Should they, however, prefer it, they may 
be supplied with chura and gur or suttoo, according to choice. 


93. A constant supply of good drinking water shall be kept up 
in the tanks. These shall be used alternately, the water in each being 
allowed to settle after the addition of alum in the proportion of 6 grains 
to the gallon; and pinked with permanganate and every effort shall be 
made to prevent emigrants from drinking the river-water fresh drawn 
from»the side of the vessel. The water shall be pumped directly into 
the tanks from the river in midstream and clear from all possible risk 
of pollution from the latrine, etc. 


94. Emigrants on board streamers and flats shall not be allowed 
to draw water from the river over the sides of the vessels and thereby 
to incur the risk of accidents. 


95. Emigrant passengers, as a rule, shall not be required to labour 
during the passage, but in exceptional cases of urgent necessity only 
such of them as are considered by the medical officer to be well fitted 
for work may be employed, provided that such work is free from 
extraordinary risk to life, and that the master supplies those so employed 
with extra rations at the rate of two-and-a-half chittaks of rice and 
half a chittak of dal for each man per diem. 


96. The master of every licensed vessel on arrival at every port 
of inspection shall report to the Magistrate or Civil Surgeon the number 
of passengers and crew on board, the general state of their health and 
the number of deaths that occurred on the passage; and omission to 
do so shall entail prosecution or refusal of license to carry emigrants 
thereafter. 

97. The master or the medical officer shall place the way-bill (Form 
No. 14) of the vessel received from any Embarkation Agent before the 
inspecting officers at each port of inspection, in order that t may 
enter their remarks on the several points indicated in such way-bill. 

98. The master and the medical officer shall furnish to inspecting 
officers all necessary information, and shall afford them every facility 
for the satisfactory discharge of their duties under the provisions of

has been chlorinated or treated with permanganate of potash. _ All food 
should be protected from flies. 2) 

(5) Wells or tanks situated in the rest house should be chlorinated 
or treated with permanganate of potash and protected from polution. 

(6) Every one who attends a patient or'touches his or her body or 
clothing or assists at his or her funeral shall wash his hands with soap 
and hot water and a disinfectant such as chlorinated lime solution or 
eyllin lotion. 

109. Contacts of small-pox and plague cases shall, if necessary, in 
the opinion of the medical officer, be vaccinated or inoculated as the 
case may be. 

110. Emigrants who are detained in a segregation shed under 
observation shall not leave the precincts of’ such shed until permitted 
py ie Emigration Officer or Medical Inspector, as the case may be, 
to do so. 

111. The period of segregation shall be three days in cholera, 12

The following procedure should be followed when small-pox appears 
on board a steamer carrying emigrants :— 

(2) Emigrants or dependents attacked with small-pox shall be at 
once segregated and landed at the next landing place at which there 
is a pepe hospital. 

(6) The medical officer proceeding in charge of emigrants shall at 
once parade and examine all the emigrants and dependants on board 
and make out a list ‘of all who have not been already vaccinated or 
inoculated, or who have not a Abdi ae from small-pox. These 
emigrants and dependants shall be brought for vaccination before the 
inspecting medical officer at the next port of inspection reached by the 
steamer. The number of emigrants and dependants to be vaccinated 
should be entered in the steamer way-bill. 

The medical officer shall, on the appearance of a case of small-pox 
among the emigrants or dependants, at once vaccinate all of them. 

119. Places originally occupied by emigrants removed on account 
of communicable disease shall be instantly cleaned, and the deck shall 
be thoroughly scraped and scrubbed with hot sand and disinfecting 
fluid, and if circumstances admit, fumigation with burning sulphur 
shall also be carried out. 

120. Besides immediate isolation and treatment of the first case 
of dangerously communicable disease, every precaution shall be taken 
to prevent an epidemic, strict attention being paid to premonitory 
symptoms, general and personal cleanliness, careful disinfection and 
disposal of excreta, disinfection and destruction of infected articles, 
free ventilation, and care of the healthy. 

121. All clothes, blankets, mats, and other things that have been 


‘in any way in contact with those suffering from serious communicable 


disease, or have been soiled or are suspected of infection or impurity, 
shall be placed in disinfecting fluid and disposed of by burial or burn- 
ing.. They may be burnt in the ship’s furnace or on shore according 
as the medical officer may direct. 

122. When cholera or any other disease in an epidemic form breaks 
out, a special report should be prepared showing, if possible, the 
probable cause of such an occurrence. The register of cholera cases 
(Form No. 13) should be carefully filled in, and the medical diary 
should show the details of treatment of each case from day to day. 
Every precaution should be taken to prevent the spread of the disease, 
and its occurrence should be reported to the Magistrate of the first 
station arrived at thereafter.’ ‘The Civil Surgeon of the district shall 
without delay pass on the information to the Civil Surgeon of the next 
district concerned. . “
